The whole trouble, say members of 
the finance committee, is what was 
pointed out by The Constitution a few 
months ago. The city’s revenue is too 
small, and unless somebody carries out 
a plan to increase the revenue, Atlanta 
will stop growing. That is the way 
city officials look at the matter, and yet 
nothing has been done to bring more 
money into the city treasury. 

Great public improvements, like the 
widening of Peachtree street, the re- 
grading and repaving of West Peach- 
tree and Ivy streets, the opening up of 
a driveway from Grant Park to West 
End, the widening and repaving of East 
Fair street, the improvement of Pied- 
mont Park, the improvement of Lake- 
wood Park, and many other such mat- 
ters which are being pushed by public- 
spirited citizens, must all be neglected 
simply because there is no money with 
which to make Atlanta’grow.

Vaults or other hiding places. all 
moneys which they have received from 
members in initiation fees, dues and 
other revenues, unlawfully diverting 
the use of saiq sums from its proper 
channels; and 

“Whereas, this crowd has signally 
failed to draft suitable by-laws, elect 

hysicians to safeguard the health of 
ts members, bond its officers in ap- 
propriate sums to protect members 
and the organization. from defalcations 
and withdrawals or perform any other 
duties essential to maintain a subordi-

FOUND IN CREEK 
Bullet Wounds and Bruises 
Are Discovered, 


The Body of Mrs. David Sapp, 
Who Has Been Missing for 
Several Days, Is Found in a 
Sinkhole Back of a Ceme- 
tery. 


Quitman, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)— 
The body of Mrs. David Sapp, who has 
been missing from her home near here 
for several days, was found in a sink- 
hole back of the cemetery here this 
morning by two fishermen. She had 
been shot in the head and back and 
been hit in the face with a piece of 
timber. It is rumored that the police 
have a clue, and that arrests will be 
made after the inquest this afternoon. 
Three shots were heard near the Sapp 
cottage Monday afternoon. 

The body’ was within a quarter of a 
mile of the house. 

The Sapps lived near the cemetery on 
the east side, and just on the city 
limits. Monday afternoon Mrs. Sapp 
was heard talking to someone in’ her 
house about an hour before sunset. 
When Mr. Sapp returned from his work 
that night she was gone. Inquiries 
among the neighbors brought out the 
fact that she had been picking berries 
near the house that afternoon, and the 
pail of berries was on the table in the 
house, but otherwisethey knew noth- 
ing of her. Tuesday morning the hus- 
band reported her disappearance to the 
police and a search was begun. 

Just back of the cemetery is a swamp 
bordering the Oklapilco creek; near the 
cemetery fence a trail of blood was 
discovered, and where it begun a 
piece of plank about 4 feet long was 
found also with blood on it. This trail 
wentabout halfway around the back 
of the cemetery, and was lost in the 
edge of the swamp.

Nathaniel E. Harris, of Macon, de- 
livered an address at the chamber of 
commerce dinner which was consider- 
ed one of the distinct features of the 
occasion. 
Taking the material, intellectual 
and moral. development of the state 
within the past half a century as his 
subject, he showed that Georgia has 
achieved and is achieving today 
greater things than were fifty years 
ago dreamed of. He showed also that 
her citizens are only at the beginning 
and that the tomorrow holds more 
wonderful developmegpts than the to- 
day has brought forth. 
After making a number of most in- 
teresting comparisons showing the 
wonderful commercial development of 
the state within the past few years, 
Mr. Harris showed that there has been 
a change in the spirit of the people, a 
change which can portend only great 
things for the future. This is espe- 
clally true of the southern and north- 
ern parts of the state. 
In part, Mr. Harris said: 
“The counties composing south 
Georgia or the wiregrass, and north 
Georgia, or the mountaineers, have 
risen up with the progress of the 
state to an unheard-of extent, sur- 
passing all other portions in the mag- 
nitude of the industrial development 
that has characterized them, and to- 
day the south Georgia millionaires 
kiss their hands to the north Georgia 
gold miners and merchant princes and 
demand of their, legislators the best 
and most advanced laws for the pro- 
tection of life, Uberty and property. 
They beat middle Georgia in public- 
spiritedness. 

‘  Seores of Millionaires. 
“There are millionaires in nearly 
every prominent town in south Geor- 
gia—lumber and naval stores dealers, 
bankers and cotton manufacturers— 
and in north Georgia, great fruit 
growers, heads of electric light and 
power plants, iron manufacturers, 
marble and granite quarries, and in 
both sections the best farming areas 

wn in the state. 
as whole state has been going 
forward with the most wonderful in- 
dustrial strides known in the history 
of our country. In my own city there 
is a boom that is egual to that of the 
western towns in the gold regions. 
Macon is becoming anxious to be 
counted «a metropolis.

es ae tovall, editor of The Savannah Press, 
~ declared that while his section of the 


state ig rich in-almost everything she 
needs, so rich, in fact, that she fears 
mot reciprocity with Canada, “free 
~ Wool” or even free sugar, she needs 
the remainder of the state. He said 
that he ‘had no sympathy with the 
movement to divide the state, and was 
proud of the fact that Georgia is the 
largest state east of the Mississippi. 

In part, Mr. Stovall said: 

There is magic in the name of south 
Georgia; never more than now. How 
old Hernando De Soto, who came up 
the state from Central America, ever 
managed to pass through this attract- 
ive section without settling is beyond 
comprehension. However, in 1717, 
nearly 200 years ago, Sir Robert Mont- 
gomery obtained permission to make 
settiement on the lands lying between 
the Altamaha and the Savannah. The 
mame of this section was to be 
the “Margravate of Azilia.” Sir Robert 
described south Georgia a8 
“future Eden;” he declared that 
nature had not blessed the world with 
any tract which could be preferable 
to it; that Paradise, with all her vir- 
gin beauties, could only be equaled to 
its native excellencies. It lies in the 
Same latitude with Palestine, the prom- 
ised land, which was pointed out by 
God to bless the labors of the favored 
people. So optimistic was Sir Robert 
that he promised to render to the lord 
proprietors one-fourth of all the gold, 
silver and minerals which might be 
found in this wonderful section. It 
was worthy of note that even the 
Swiss, who occupied the most beautli- 
ful country in the world, were invited 
to leave the Alps and settle in south 
Georgia. And since then there has 
been a steady stream of people from 
the mountains to the sea seeking out 
the land of Egypt—what Henry Mc- 
Intosh called God’s .country—in south- 
ern Georgia. 

Battles of the South. 

When General Oglethorpe came to 
America he settled. of course,in south 
Georgia, and on her sacred soll were 
fought the battles which confirmed 
the English in their tenancy, not.énly 
of Georgia, but of North America it- 
self. In south Georgia the fires of 
liberty during the American revolu- 
tion were first kindled. No wonder it 
used to be said by Charlie Moses, who 
joined in the drift himself, that in 
south Georgia 


“Brighter suns dispense serener light 
And milder moments emparadise the 
night.” 


You know that south Georgia, al- 
most by herself, supported the south- 
ern confederacy. It was her corn and 
cattle that fed the armies of Virginia 
and Tennessee, and it was not until 
General Sherman invaded that pros- 
perous section that the south surren- 
dered. As one historian describes it. 
when south Georgia was ravaged it 
was like a sword-thrust through the 
vitals of thé confederacy. 

I will not. burden this unoffending 
presence with statistics. In the last 


twenty years south Georgia has be- 
come a garden spot. Following the 
prostration of the pine tree came the 
revival of agriculture. Lands which 
were thought to be pine barrens are 
now rich fields of sea island cotton. 
The large landholders in south Geor- 
gia are the milionaires. A man can't 
own too much land im that section. 
The lands between the Savannah and 
the Altamaha are rich and fruitful. 
Prosperous. farms are in successful 
cultivation from Chatham to Decatur 
county, while good roads span the his- 
toric streams. I believe it will be 
conceded that the drift of population 
is decidedly in that direction. 

Big Gain in Population. 

South Georgia is the most extensive 
in area and during the last two de- 
cades showed the heaviest gain in 
population and wealth. Artesian water 
brought health and refreshment, even 
before prohibition came, while the 
numerous railroad lines that penetrate 
this whole region are flourishing’ and 


the : 


growing towns are springing up. 

Those who contemplate coming to 
God's country should ‘“‘move in early 
and avoid the rush.” Now is the tims 
to settle, for the lands which once 
brought $5 and $10 an acre are now 
sprouting telephones and automobiles. 
South Georgia does not tremble before 
the idea of reciprocity with Canada. 
Our sheep do not bleat before the ter- 
rors of free wool. Her sorghum does 
not yield to the haciendas of Cuba. 
Her pottery clay “and 
plentiful. Her peaches tnvade the mar- 
kets of the world, and as for pecans, 
they cover thousands of acres. 


As a well-known railroad man, Mr. | 


Richards, of the Southern, said, time 
was when south Georgia was known 
for one principal resource—the grow- 
ing of timber. But the timber has 
been cut down and, strange to Say, 
there are no waste places. 

I do not advocate any prejudice be- 
tween north Georgia and south Geor- 
gia. I am not like the man in Minne- 
apolis who left the church because the 
preacher took his text from St. Paul. 
I don’t take any stock in the move- 
ment to divide the state into two 
states—North Georgia and Bouth Geor- 
gia. I want to see Georgia and Texas 
left alone, just to show how big they 
may become. I am proud of the fact 
that Georgia is the largest state east 
of the Mississippi. 

Not even for the sake of getting 
two United States senators from 
south Georgia would I consent to the 
dismemberment. I hate to think of 
dividing th@ eld metaphor used by all 
our orators when they speak of “Ha- 
bun Gap and Tybee Light,” and even 
if south Georgia should become a state 
we woind have the old rivalry of the 
Savannah of the Altamaha, while Ma- 
con and Savannah would fight for the 
capitol from early morning to dewy 
eve. So probably the present status 
should be preserved and we will allow 
north Georgia to hold the offices and 
south Georgia to save the state. What 
would become of our splendid around- 
the-state automobile tours .if south 
Georgia had to secede? The truth of 
the matter is, the state can’t do with- 


out wus. 
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BARRETT TELLS OF MANY 
GROUNDS OF MEETING 


Beginning with a glowing tribute io 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
which he styled the livest commercial 
organization in the south, President 
Charies S. Barrett, of the Farmers’ 
Union, delivered a-telling address, in 
which he showed how the interests of 
the cities and the rural districts are, in 
the main, identical, and how co-opera- 
tion between the two is absolutely nec- 
essary in order that both may develop 
as they should. 

He showed the many things in which 
both the towns and the country have a 
common interest, and showed how, with 
co-operation between the two, Georgia 
cannot fail to take her rightful place 
in the very forefront of the states of 
the union. 

In part, Mr. Barrett said: 

“The first obligation of the man 
worthy the name of citizen is that of 
upholding the dignity and efficiency of 
the law. Unless law reigns and justice 
prevails neither man, nor honor. nor 
property are safe. 

“Certainly the lawlessness here rep- 
resented is another common meeting 
ground for city and country. It is as 
much to our ingerest to have order in 
the town as it is to your interest to 
have order in the country. [| admit it 
will require courage on the part of 
both of us to achieve this end. The 
remedy. as I have said, is the enforce- 
ment of law. While the world discusses 
a common meeting ground for perma- 
nent arbitration it is well for town and 
country in Georgia and in the south to 
discover a common meeting ground 
upon which they can secure peace at

Make him your partner. Do not be 
easily discouraged if he temporarily 
plays the fool or sulks, for his trials 
have been fearful ones. It is worth 
while to be patient with him, for his 
gratitude and confidence once won at 
the expense of persistent sacrifice is as 
the dew of heaven to the parched 
earth. 

Message From Farmers. 

“That is my message to the business 
men of Atlanta from the farmers of 
Georgia. The same message could be 
spoken with truth from the farm to the 
city in every part of this republic. I 
have dedicated my life to the service 
of these men upon whom rests our mu- 
tual prosperity. I am acquainted by 
contact and study with the meer reget 
of every section of the country. n 
possibilities for wealth and content- 
ment Georgia leads the nation. We 
have here assets that no other state 
can approach. Our destiny is so vast 
as to make prophesy seem a vain and 
childish thing. Even hyperbole falters 
at what we may accomplish for this 
overshadowing state. 

“We can meet that destiny, we can 
hasten it by decades, if town and coun- 
try join hands in a lasting offensive 
and defensive alliance. My friends, let 
us beat down the artificial barriers with 
the battering ram of intelligence and 
the pick ax of that compromise that is 
the keynote of civilization’s story. 

“We are all interested in gdod roads. 
{ do not share the prejudice that puts 
down the city’s enthusiasm over good 
roads as one of a joy riding origin. I 
credit you with the intelligence to 
know that the fundamental function of 
good roads is to facilitate and cheapen 
the exchange of commodities and the 
enhancement of acquaintance. If we 
see more of each other, we shall know 
each other better; we shall more com- 
pletely understand each other, and fic- 
titious prejudices will give way before 
the impact .of fact of interests held in 
common. That is simply one argument 
for good roads. I could cite innumer- 
able others. 

“Another common meeting ground is 
that afforded by the improvement of 
facilities for distribution and market- 
ing and for the maintenance of decent 
prices. 

“Let me cite the cotton crop as an 


) iNustration that will suffice for every 


money-briffging crop of Georgia soil. 
In the majority of instances the cotton 
crop now goes on the market in its 
lentirety within a brief period of four 
months. 

“It is physically impossible and eco- 
nomically absurd that either mills or 
consumers can take care of the cotton 
crop in only one-third of the entire year. 
What is the result? The market is 
often seriously glutted. Prices are in- 
evitably demoralized and depressed, and 
the farmer is likely to get anywhere 
from % to 3 or 4 cents a pound less 
for his cotton than it is worth. Work- 


ing together. farmer and merchant can 
remedy this.”

At the conclusion of the dinner, the 
doors of the Auditorium were thrown 
open and the public generally was 
invited to listen to the speakers of the 
evening. The boxes were reserved

Before introducing the first speaker, 
President Paxon called attention to 
the stereopticon views which were to 
be displayed during the course of the 
evening by Professor S. W. McCallie, 
the efficient state geologist, and the 
views he exhibited in illustrating the 
speeches constituted one of the most 
entertaining and instructive features 
of the dinner. 

The first speaker introduced by 
President Paxon was Joe S. Davis, of 
Dougherty county. Mr. Davis imper- 
sonated General James Oglethorpe, 
Georgia's founder and first governer, 
and did it as well as the old general 
himself could have done. 

As General Oglethorpe, he told of 
the principles which prompted him to 
found the colony of Georgia; showed 
how the adherence to those principles 
made the colony one of the most im- 
portant of the original thirteen, and 
later, how they have come to make 
Georgians, as a whole, a people of 
whom any country may feel proud. 

Mr. Davis’ Speech, 

“It is pleasant to note that many of 
the triumphs of mind over matter 
have had their origin in Georgia,” 
said Mr. Davis. “She can lay claim to

Judge Hart, in’ opening his speech 
at the Georgia dinner last night, 


made the point that while Georgia has 
been bountifully endowed by nature 
with almost everything that could go 
to make her great, her people have 
not husbandeg her resources as they 
might and should have done. He 
showed. that there are enough waste 
lands in the state to support her popu- 
lation ang that thousands of acres are 
being rulned by lack of proper care. 

He made the point that the present 
generation has no right to thus im- 
poverish posterity’s heritage and 
showed that the animal industry of the 
state may be made to play a most im- 
portant part in preserving her lands. 

In part Judge Hart said: . 

“We must not only develop animal 
industry to save our land from ulti- 
mate sterility, but we are concerned 
with conditions which wt!ll forée us to 
do so. In the bordering state of Ala- 
bama the Mexican boli weevil has 
made its appearance and we are as 
powerless to prevent or stay its advent 
within the next few yvears as we 
would be, in the language of Dr. 
Knapp, of the United States govern- 
ment, ‘to stop the flight of the eagle.’ 
That state, with its naturally rich 
lands, peculiarly adapteg to the growth 
of cotton, with its 11,000,000 of acres 
and over-devoted to cotton, makes in 
the neighborhood of 3,500,000 bales, or 
a bale to three acres. 

“Louisiana before the advent of the 
weevil made a million bales, ang on 
account of the presence of this para- 
site is now making lessthan one-quar- 
ter of a million. We cannot abandon 
the cultivation of cotton, nor need we 
do so, for by the introduction of ani- 
mal industry we may make quite as 
much cotton by working fewer acres, 
enriched by cattle. 

“I saw a statement in the newspa- 
per a few days since that while our 
cotton crop brought us in last year 
approximately $200,000,000, we paid out 
for horses, mules, bacon, flour, corn, 
etc., $170,000,000. Every dollar of this 
money should have been kept at home, 
and may be kept by the introduction of 
animal industry, which would force 
diversity of agriculture.

_ In conclusion, I must add one other 
reason why we should !ntroduce ani- 
mal industry as a branch of farming, 
viz., its influeice upon the boys, tend-. 
ing to make them love the farm and 
hence remain on it. .If I were going 
to give a reason why s0 many of our. 
boys quit the farm the moment they | 
outgrow parental authority, I would’ 
say because of its strenuosity. It is. 
the prevailing method of farming | 
which drives them away, the one-crop, 
system. Someore has said that it 
takes thirteen months in the year to 
raise a crop of cotten. It is work, 
too—far be it from me to say degrad- 
ing—but I do say as we practice it— 
drudgery. The crop is made largely 
by main force and awkwardness, 
plowed by a Tennessee mule, fed on 
western corn bought on a credit. The 
plant is just a weed, requiring no par- 
ticular. skill to plant or cultivate. 
There is nothing about it to develop 
thought or mental activity. » Strength 
and endurance are its main require- 
ments. The boy with a hoe stands 
practically all day on a quarter of an 
acre, chopping from morning until 
sunset. It is work, work, everlasting 
work, and when he gathers his crop in 
the fall lock by lock, and takes it to 
market to sell it his recompense is 
largely affected by the grace of the 
bulfS and bears of Wall street. The 
result is the boy bongs to get away 
from this environment, and he goes 
away. Add animal industry to that 
farm and you enlist his interest. He 
takes a pride in his sheep, his hogs, 
hig cattle, and especially his colt.

FAVORS CONSERVATION 


W. M. Goodman, secretary of the 
Commercial Club, of Knoxville, Tenn., 
was in Atlanta yesterday on invitation 
of the chamber of commerce, and was 
one of the guests at the Georgia ban- 
quet at night. He is very much inter- 
ested in all movements looking to the 


development of the southeastern coun- 
try, and has to his credit the inaugura- 
tion of some very effective boosting 
campaigns for his city and the sur- 
roun@&ng country. 

It would not be saying too much, 
perhaps, to assert that it is mainly due 
to his efforts that Knoxville is today 
one of the best advertised cities in the 
south. R 

He was the originator and manager 
of the Appalachian exposition, which 
was held at Knoxville last year. The 
exposition of 1910, which will be re- 
peated this fall on a more elaborate 
scale, was designed as a step toward a 
national affair of great importance to 
the whole country, and of special inter- 
est to the states embraced in the 
southern Appalachian region and the 
southeast. 

Will Have Big Show. 

“We will have a big show this fall,” 
said Mr. Goodman; “one that would be 
creditable to any city, and which will 
show to the world something of the 
vast resources, advantages and possi- 
bilities of the great middle south, of 
which Knoxville is the geographical 
center. But, the opportunity is here 
for doing a much greater work for the 
Appalachian region and in the inter- 
ests of the whole people. 

“The conservation of our natural re- 
sources is the most important work 
before us today, and it is my idea to so 
direct affairs that a national conserva- 
tion exposition will be established on 
the foundation formed by the annual 
affair at Knoxville, and that it can be 
held for two or three months in the 
fall of 1912 or 1913. 

“My plans for an exposition of this 
kind have been submitted to sont of 
the leading conservationists of the 
country, and have been approved by 
Mr. Pinchot, Chief Forester Graves and 
the assistant secretary of agriculture. 
The time for making fairs and exposi-| 
tions strongly educational has come, 
and this is especially true with refer- 
ence to conservation as applied to for- 
ests, streams and soils. 

“The plan which I have in mind in- 
cludes such forestry exhibits as will 
be of value to owners of timber lands, 
wood users and farmers, and the erec- 
tion of an immense agricultural building 
containing exhibits which will keep the 
conservation idea to the front.

Recog- 
nition ‘of the insurgency and the withdrawal of Diaz will probably 
quell the manifestations of violence in the affected states. Even 
this is not certain. But to expect peace at once throughout Mexico 
is to admit ignorance of basic conditions. 

No country in which illiteracy flourishes can hope to quickly 
become a genuine democracy. And even given widespread and 
free educational opportunities, a training in the arts, the restraints 
and the machinery of government must precede success of a kind 
that receives world-wide recognition. 

Very much depends upon the extent to which the insurgent 
element will co-operate with the trained politicians at the capital, 
and to the sincerity of the latter. If the insurgents can control 
their following and impress upon them that absolute reform must 
be worked out patiently, all is likely to go well.

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THE GOSPEL OF PUBLICITY. | 


There is a moral to the awakening south in the announcement 
that Thomas H. Martin, an ex-Atlantan, was chosen industrial sec- 
retary of the chamber of commerce of Tacoma, Wash., at a salary 
of $6,000 a year. 

The moral is that Tacoma, which has an aggressiveness typical 
of the west, attached such supreme importance to publicity of the 
right kind that it ransacked the country to fill «the position that 
finally went to Mr. Martin. There were more than one hundred 
applicants. A committee appointed for the purpose examined each 
case with painstaking and judicial care. The city wanted a fine 
strategist, a live wire and a natural born booster to take care of its 
national publicity interests. It wasn’t going to make the selection 
in a hurry, for it knew that upon the efforts of the man placed at 
the forefront of Tacoma’s bureau would depend the city’s chances 
of keeping pace with the fierce competition for development that 
always has characterized the west. 

The south, universally, must develop the same spirit before it 
overcomes the handicap of decades of national ignorance regarding 
what we have to offer. The chamber of commerce dinner of last 
evening illustrates the point to a nicety. The spirit of “get together” 
was there, backed up by the fighting, hang-on spirit without which 
no publicity is worth while. In a way, the “ginger” back of the At- 
lanta organization is becoming sectional. But it must yet go a far 
way before it overtakes the gigantic strides made in the past, and 
maintained now, by the western states. 

The south must be saturated through and through with ihe 
gospel of publicity. It must be willing to spend money lavishly, 
but intelligently, of course. The battleground of development 
covers the entire nation. The struggle for capital and the proper

Northumberland Minister Re- 
_ceives Crushing Blow From 
General Assembly --- Case ,of 
Dr. William Adams Brown 
Again to Be Considered. 


Atlantic City, N. J., May 26.—The 
heresy cases now before the Presby- 
terian general assembly in_ session 
here attracted vastly more attention 
when the body was called to order 
today than any other subject still on 
the assembly program «to be con- 
sidered. ' 

The alleged heresy cage of the Rev. 
Dr. William Adams Brown, a profes- 
sor in Unio Theological seminary, 
which was#supposed to have been 
closed yesterday, will come up again 
through the instance of the Rev. Dr. 
Edwin J. Reinke, of Philadelphia. A 
report from the judicial commission 
exonerating Professor Brown, and the 
Rev. Dr. Francis BroWn, president of 
Union seminary, was adopted by the 
assembly yesterday, but not accepted 
by Dr. Reinke. He later placed before 
the assembly the following: 

“Resolved 1, That no action be taken 
with reference to the utterance of Rev. 
Dr. Francis Brown. 

“2 That this general assembly ex- 
presses ‘its disapproval of the recent 
utterance of the Revi Dr. William 
Adams Brown, in the January number 
of The Harvard Theological Review, as 
it is in apparent conflict with the doc- 
trinal standarg of our church, and ad- 
monishes him to desist from the dis- 
seminating of such views.” 

Debate on the resolution was cut off 
by adjournment yesterday. 

Dr. Grant’Found Guilty. 

The judicial committee made its re- 
port on the heresy charge against Dr. 
William D. Grant, of Northumberland, 
Pa. The commission found that Dr. 
Grant “taught doctrines contrary to 
the word of God in the Bible and the 
Presbyterian confession of faith.” He 
is held to be guilty under the rules 
of the Presbyterian Book of Discip- 
line and the commission recommends 
Grant to be suspended from ex- 
eftising the functions of a minister of 
the Presbyterian church until such 
time as “he can convince his own 
presbytery, that of Northumberland, 
that he has renounced the errors he 
has been found to hold and to satisfy 
the presbytery of his purpose no long- 
er to teach them.”’ 

A motion to adopt the report and 
confirm the judgment of the commis- 
sion was put to a vote in the assembly 
and was carried overwhelmingly with- 
out debate. There were only a few 
scattered “‘noes.”’ 

Though the decision was at first a 
crushing blow to friends of Dr. Grant, 
the judgment which leaves it up to 
his own presbytery to reinstate him, 
that body havin already acquitted 
him once and being obviously favor- 
able to him, somewhat took the sting 
out of the apparent harshness of the 
verdict.

Madrid, May 26.—Pierre Vedrine, the 
French aviator, arrived at the Spanish 
capital from Burgos at 8:06 o'clock this 
morning, being the first contestant to 
complete the third stage of the Paris- 
to-Madriq aviation race. He covered 
the distance of 140 miles. between 
Madrid and Burgos, where he landed 
yesterday from St. Sebastian in 2 
hours and 45 minutes. 

Gibert-and Garros are still stalled in 
the mountain fastnesses and it is not 
probable they will be able to finish 
within the time Hmit. 

Vedrine, on landing at the Getafe 
aerodrome, jumpeg from his aeroplane 
and flung himself on the ground to 
rest. A frantic crowd bore the vic- 
torious aviator on their shoulders to 
the tribunal. On reaching the judge’s 
platform he was showered with roses 
and Kissed repeatedly by women. 

King Congratulates Birdman. 


Later, on complaining that he was 
still numb from his flight, he was re- 
moved to an infirmary, where he re- 
ceived medical attention and a short 
but much needed rest. On reappearing 
at the aerodrome, the Frenchman smil- 
ingly delivered the messages which he 
had brought with him from Paris and 
was congratulated on his magnificent 
flight by the civil governor of Madrid 
on behalf of King Alfonso. 

Vedrine left the suburbs of Burgos 
in ideal weather this morning and flew 
over Aranda de Duero, 48 miles south 
of Burgos, at a good height and great 
speed. 

At Becequillas, where the airman 
was greeted by a great crowd of wild- 
ly shouting peasants, Vedrine buckled 
down to the task of crossing the dread- 
ed Somo Sierra Pass, which is 4,900 
feet high. Higher and higher he 
climbed untfl he had attained an alti- 
tude of 6,500 feet. The aviator then, 
straight as“an arrow, flew over the 
crags ang snow-cappeg peaks until he 
reached the immense plains of San 
Augustin. 

Having left the mountain ranges be- 
hind him, Vedrine dropped closer to 
the earth and finally reached the 
aerodrome at Getafe, where he alighted 
with the greatest ease, amid the plaud- 
its of thousands of enthusiastic spec- 
tators. . 

Race for.$30,000 Purse. 


The Paris-to-Madrid race was begun 
May 21 under the auspices of the 
Petit-Parisian, which offered a prize 
of $20,000. In addition the Spanish 
Aero Club gave prizes amounting to 
$10,000 -and King Alfonso offered a 
special prize for the fastest speed 
over the Spanish section. The journey 
was divided into three stages, Paris 
to Angouleme, Angouleme to 8t. Se- 
bastian and Sebastian to Madrid, a 
total distance of about 600 miles. 

Twenty machines were entered to 
start the race, but as a result of the 
tragic accident when the star: was 
made from the Issy Les Moulineaux 
aviation field, which resulted in the 
death of M. Berteaux, the French min- 
ister of war, and the serious injury to 
Premier Monis, all but three of the 
aviators withdrew. 

Vedrine was the favorite. He cover- 
ed the first stage of the contest, 279 
miles, in 3 hours and 39 minutes, 
breaking all records for a long dis- 
tance country flight. 

On the seeond stage, between Angou- 
leme and St. Sebastian, Vedrine had a 
narrow escape from death. One of the 
Planes of his machine grazeg the peak 
of a huge rock near the Spanish town 
of Fuenterrabia. Although the plane 
was bent, Vedrine continued his flight 
The 
distance of the second leg of the con- 
test was about 200 miles. 

Vedrine Attackeg by Eagies. 

The third stage of the journey, St. 
Sebastian to Madrid, was the most dif- 
ficult of the entire flight. The 266 
miles of the route was almost entirely 
over desolate ranges, the crags vary- 
ing from 1,000 to 5,000 feét in height. 
A fall meant certain death, and it was 
practically impossible to make a fresh 
start in the mountainous country. ’ 

Vedrine said he, like Gibert, also 
was attacked in midair by a large 
eagle while passing over the Slerre de 
Guadarrama, in Castile, one of the 
peaks of which attain an elevation of 
7,900 feet. 

The eagle, a huge creature, seemed 
furious at the man-bird and swooped 
down again and again trying to reach 
the airman’s face with its powerful 
beak. Vedrine’s greatest fear was 
that his attentfOn would be diverted, 
which would cause him to lose control 
of his machine. Finally the aviator 
out-maneuvered and lost his feathered 
foe by swiftly dropping and rising to 
new levels.

Vfnd Long Stide Tovard Peace 


Is Accomplished 


So Declares Oscar S. Straus Be- 


fore the Mohonk Conference. 
Straus Urges Golden Rule and 
Monroe Doctrine as Interna- 
tional Policy of Highest Equity. 


Mohonk Lake, N. Y., May 26,—Rep- 
resentatives of fifty-one commercial 
organizations attending the seven- 
teenth annual. meeting ofthe Lake 
Mohonk Conference on International 
Arbitration, today sent telegrams to 
President Taft and Senator Cullom, 
chairman of the senate-cémmittee on 
foreign relations, saying they “heartily 
indorse treaties of the unlimited arbi- 
tration with Great Britain, France and 
Other cotintries, and wish speedy suc- 
cess with such treaties.” 

In an address on American diploma- 
cy, Oscar S. Straus, of New York, a 
member of The Hague court, twice 
minister and once ambassador t® Tur- 
key, said that American diplomacy had 
always encouraged unhampered conm- 
merce and effective neutrality, and he 
urged the importance of adhering 
strictly to that policy. A great step 
forward, he declar would~ be. to 
make it unlawful for neutral nations 
or their subjects to issue war loans 
or sell munitions: of war to belligerent 
powers. In part, he said: 

The Commercial Spirit. 


“When commerce was identified 
with piracy, and subsequently with the 
utter disregard of neutral rights, it 
Was continually a source or irritation, 
and aggravated the militant spirit 
between nations, but with the growth 
of the modern industrial development 
and the extension ‘of foreign trade, 
nations no longer find it profitable to 
be hostile to one another because of 
their prosperity. The commercial 
spirit, while it is competitive, is not 
a militant spirit, for in its final analy- 
sis foreign commerce rests upon mu- 
tuality, and a wealthy and prosperous 
nation is a much better customer than 
a poor nation. The commercial spirit, 
therefore, from enlightened __ self-in- 
terest favors the promotion of pros- 
perity in other nations. The only ap- 
parent exception to this modern gpirit 
of commerce is to be found in relation 
to trade with Oriental nations where 
there is a tendency on the part of the 
great powers to establish spheres of 
influence and to force special conces- 
sions and exclusive privileges to the 
detriment of competing nations 
America again has come to the fore- 
front in insisting upon the ‘open doar’ 
in China and in other Oriental lands. 
The American policy which was so 
felicitously characterized by Secretary 
Hay as_that of the ‘Monroe doctrine 
and the Golden Rule,’ is an interna- 
tional policy of the highest equity and 
justice, and it should ever be our vig- 
illant care that these two parallel pur- 
poses of our national policy in foreign 
affairs should not be so construed as 
to become incompatible in guarding 
our continental interests and our 
peaceful relations with the nations of 
the world.” 


Extension of Commerce. - 


“It is largely due to the vast ex- 
tension of commerctal intercourse be- 
tween nations in our times, which rest 
upon reciprocity, that the standard of 
public morals has been lifted from the 
lower sphere of international expedi-/ 
ency to the higher sphere of morality 
and law. The standard of internation- 
al morality yet continues to lag far 
behind the standard of commercial! fair 
dealing within nations; the evidences 
of this are no more glaringly exhibit- 
ed than in the exceptions in the laws 
of neutrality, which rest not on prin- 
ciple, but on legal casuistry. As the 
law now stands it is entirely lawful 
for the subjects of neutrals to supply 
belligerents with arms and ammuni- 
tion, as well as by puDlic subscription 
or otherwise raise loans to aid Dbellig- 
erents; yet the fact that such loans 
can be legally contracted not only 
makes war possible, when otherwise 
either or both belligerents would be 
prevented by economic necessities from 
beginning a war, or when begun from 
prolonging it. The Russo-Japanese 
war would certainly have come to an 
earlier .end if neither belligerent could 
have borrowed money from the sub- 
jects of neutrals. 

“It requires no argument to prove 
such acts are against the fundamen- 
tal principles of real neutrality, and 
ho more practical work can be under- 
taken In the promotion of peace, than 
to hasten the day when such contra- 
band commerce and loans will no 
longer be considered lawful.”

- PUZZLING SERVANT PROBLEM 


a 


“= Rastor Woman's Department: It oc- 
ours to me that some concerted 
- @ttion should be taken by Atlanta 
housekeepers with reference to ‘the 
#efvant question. We all know that 
the servants have their union; that 
law we are compelled to 
Carry out any contract made with 
' them individually, but the housekeep- 
_ @Fa have no redress legally or other- 
“wise for failure on thé part of the 
_ gervants to adhere to contracts made 
with us. In my judgment,. we are 
largely responsible for existing con- 
ditions, as it js not an infrequent oc- 
‘currence to find that someone has em- 
ployed your servant. As long as 
hé@usekeepers pursue such methods, we 
cannot reasonably expect anything 
better of servants. If the housekeep- 
ere who are addicted to this habit 
could be induced to desist, it would 
aid materially in solving the problem. 

I would like very much to see some 
united action on the part of the 
housekeepers of Atlanta for our pro- 
tection, and will 
movement looking to that end. In- 
vestigation develops the fact that oth- 
ers have suffered by the efforts of 
gome people to induce their help to 
Jeave them. My personal experience 
in this direction has been far from 
Pleasant. Respectfully, 

MRS. SMITH D. PICKETT. 
The Matter Discussed. 

When asked what her ideas of or- 
ganization were, Mrs. Pickett stated 
that she believed that if a group of 
Atianta women would meet and dis- 
Guess the matter of the servant ques- 
tion in the several phases which the 
the housekeeper may control, that 
there would be good results. 

“In nearly every city of Atlanta’s 
gize, there is a standard of wage es- 
tablished,” said Mrs. Pickett, “and 
there is an understanding as to the 
hours the servant is employed. Those 
who are more competent than others 
can produce recommendationg to that 
effect, and paid accordingly. 

“For instance, a cook who can make 
all the bread, the pastries and des- 
erts, cakes, etc., is certainly worth 
more than the one who is ignorant 
about them, thts forcing the house- 
keeper to purchase those things from 
the outside. In Germany the matter 
of domestic service is regulated, and 
there ig mutual protection for both 
employPr and employee. An employee 
there is registered on a public regis- 
ter, and must produce a recommenda- 
tion on applying for a position, this 
recommendation to be signed by the 
last employer or someone in a4 
position to recommend. An efficient 
servant is recorded as such, and the 
more efficient ones are as well re- 
corded. There are other protective 
Measures taken for the housekeeper, 
and the system is said to be an ex- 
cellent one. 

“Now, if these precautions have to 
be taken in Germany, a country noted 
for the domesticity of the women of 
all classes, where there are no racial 
differences, it certainly is the more 
necessary in this section of this coun- 
try, where domesticity is not a char- 
acteristic trait, and where there are 
the racial conditions as an added re- 
sponsibility.” 

Mrs. Pickett will ask a group of her 
friends who may be interested in this 
prospective movement to meet with 
her at her home within the next few 
days. She will at the same time in- 
vite the ladies, presidents of the dif- 
ferent ward clubs acting for civic bet- 
terment, hoping in this way to reach 
every housekeeper in the city with the 
message of a betterment of conditions 
in the household. 

Not an Aggressive Movement. 


The determination on the part of in- 
terested housekeepers to try, if pos- 
sible, to eradicate some of the com- 
plexities of the servant problem, is not 
an aggressive one, but an earnest one, 
which in time will lead not only to 
the betterment of conditions for the 
housekeeper, but lead to some method 
by which deserving negro men and 
women may have the opportunity to 
have some training for domestic serv- 
ice. 

The good negro of the community 
realizes this, as is evidenced by their 
effort to encourage industrial training 
and to do something for the negro 
nobody is helping. 

A Good Movement. 

An example of this is the effort be- 
Inge made at, present by E. R. Carter, 
pastor of Friendship Baptist church, 
who has done some excellent institu- 
tional work among the people of his 
race. 

He has started an improvement club 
for negro boys, in which he is trying 


gladly join in any}; 


to teach them the value of work and 
what it méans to them. °* 

“The boys 1 want to get at are those 
the associations and societies have not 
reached; the ones who have not been 
to church or schools, who have had 
no influence brought to bear upon 
them. They are a menace to the com- 
munity instead of a help, and that at 
the time when there is plenty of em- 
ployment for them. 

Employment for All. 

“I could find employment for gozens 
of boys each day if they knew how to 
do anything, but many of them can’t 
even make a fire; they don’t know how 
to scour, or wash windows, or clean 
offices, much less wait on a table or 
fill the places of butlers or waiters, 
when not only private parties, but 
hotels or restaurants offer good pay for 
men who are trained for such positions, 
or willing to be trained for, it. 

“lI know there are plenty of boys get- 
ting schooling who are law-abiding, 
and proving that there is good in their 
race when they are helped and directed, 
but then there are the great, great 
many who are getting nothing; who are 
working against the progress of their 
own race, and not doing anything to 
warrant the help of the white race.” 

When asked if he thought the educa- 
tion the negro was getting in the com- 
mon schools was what he ought to get 
the emphatic reply was “No,” 

“He gets a knowledge at school, but 
he don't seem to be getting the kind he 
can use. No matter what he wants, it 
is what he can use he ought to get. I 
see where every day more and more the 
curriculum of the white boy's school is 
being changed. He is being given the 
education which fits him for practical 
things—which teaches him to use his 
hands—to work while he is actually in 
the school. 

“If this is necessary for the white 
boy who has every line of work open 
to him when he leaves school, 
tainly is necessary for the negro boy to 
get some training as to how to work 
when there are limitations placed on 
what his lines of work are. In those 
particular lines he should be trained. 

The proposition of the Improvement 
Club is to establish a medium through 
which the negro boy may get an oppor- 
tunity to learn to work and get a job if 
he wants to do it. 

The movement is a worthy one and 
should be encouraged by both races 
in the community.

RECIPES FOR RAISINS. 


Raisin Brown Bread. 

Mix three cupfuls of yellow .corn 
meal with one and one-half cupfuls of 
graham flour, one and one-half cup- 
fuls of white flour, and one cupful of 
New Orleans molasses. Add one tea- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in one-half 
cupful of warm water, one teaspoonful 
of salt, and enough sour milk to make 
a soft batter. Mix flour and salt, then 
molasses with the soda, stir until 
foamy, then add milk anda one and one- 
half cupfuls of raisins. Fill mold half 
full and steam three hours. 


Raisin Pile. 

Stir together one cupful of cold 
water, one cupful of sugar, and one 
level tablespoonful of corn starch. 
Add the grated yellow rind and juice 
of a lemon, acupful of chopped raisins, 
and a part of the leman peel chopped 
fine. Cook all together until the corn 
Starch has _ well thickened, stirring 
constantly to prevent: burning. Pre- 
pare this before mixing the crust, and 
set aside to cool until that is ready, 
then bake with an upper crust and 
under crust. This makes a lemon pie 
more relished by many than the ordi- 
nary kind with a meringue covering.

of Wesleyan College, the oldest female 
college in the world, began today. The 
first event was the meeting of the 
board of trustees, who will remain th 
session for four or five days.

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New York, May 26.—There was 4 
further sharp decline in the price of 
near deliveries in the cotton market to- 
day, but in spite of favorable crop ad- 
vices from several sections of the belt, 
new crop positions failed to fully re- 


spond to the old crop break, and the, 


market closed steady at a net loss of 
from 8 to 23 points on the old crop, but 
only 2 or 3 points lower on the later 
months. 

The market opened steady at @ de- 
cline of 6 points in May, but generally 
unchanged to 4 points higher, in re- 
sponse to better cables than looked for 
and ruled pretty strong during the 
early trading, by covering by some of 
yesterday's sellers and expectations 
that leading bulls would give the mer- 
ket support following the break of the 
previous day. The bulls, 
seemed to be taking little interest in 
the market for the moment. The cir- 
culation of a few May notices brought 
out some scattered liquidation of that 
position, which probably exerted a sym- 
pathetic influence on other old crop 
months, and while the small into-sight 
movement steadied the market slight- 
ly, around 1 o’clock, it weakened again 
when it was seen that this factor had 
failed to create any fresh buying of 
consequence, and reached the lowest 
point in the late trading.

Alexander Hamilton, one of the most 
respected and best-known negroes of 
the city, died at his home, 125 Hilliard 
street, last night at 10:30 o’clock. For 
years he had been a familiar figure in 
Atlanta, and was regarded as one of 
the ablest negroes of Atlanta. He was 
a successful contractor, of the firm of 
Hamilton & Son, and accumulated a 
good-sized fortune. He was a trustee 
of the Big Bethel African Methodist 
Episcopal church, of which he had been 
a member for years. He was always 
peaceful, law-abiding and an unceasing 
worker, and he was considered one of 
the city’s valued citizens. Some of the 
best-known buildings in Atlanta were 
erected by him. 

His death will be regretted by mem- 
bers of both races.

: Juarez, Mexico, May 26.—Francisco I. 
Madero, in a manifesto to the people of 
Mexico, tonight resigned the position 
of provisional president conferred 
upon him by a convention of the revo- 
lutionists at the city of San Luis Potosi, 
last October, and called uponall Mexi- 
cans to support Senor de la Barra as 
the sole executive of Mexico. 

Senor Madero places his forces at 
the disposal of Senor de la Barra and 
Pays tribute to the character of the 
new executive, pointing out that he 
“may well be considered one of us,” 

The manifesto was Senor Madero’s 


| last act as provisional president. 


Having relinquished the post which 
he believed did not permit him to enter 
American territory he accepted tonight 
an invitation of El Paso officials to 
attend a public reception in his honor 
next Monday, following which he prob- 
ably will leave for Mexico City. 

The manifesto follows: 

Madero’s Manifesto. 

“Fellow citizens: When by the San 
Luis Potosi plan -of last October I in- 
viteq you to take up arms to reconquer 
our liberties and political rights you 
all concurred in my call and in six 
months by your heroic efforts you have 
overthrown the _ dictatorial regime 
which for about thirty-five years has 
uppressed our fatherland. 

“The triumph has been coniplete and 
in succession will be justice equally 
for the rich and the poor, for the pow- 
erful and for the humble. Liberty 
will spread its broad wings to all 
ae and united fraternally, we 


will all work for the aggrandizement 
of our country. 

“Having continued the revolution to 
its conclusion it would seem that I 
shoulg convoke the general elections 
according to the stipulations of the San 
Luis Potosi plan, but the war of 
fratricide which we have been obliged 
to carry on will not triumph in the 
determination of personalities, but in 
the victory of our principles. 

“From the moment in which we tri- 
umphed:ang we saw the republie sure- 
ly coming under a regime of absolute 
liberty, General Diaz and Senor Ra- 
mon Corral, resolving to resign, leav- 
ing the power in the hanas of Senor de 
la Barra, from that moment, I say,.it 
appeared to me that IL should act with 
the interests of the ‘father:and, putting 
a final stop to the war of fratricide. 
But considering as legitimate the au- 
thority of Senor Francisco le da Barra, 
inasmuch as he comes into power by a 
mutual agreement of both contending 
parties, it is imposible for me to as- 
sume charge of the provisional pres}- 
dency of the republic and for that rea- 
son I hereby formally resign before 
the nation. 

Madero Pleads for Peace. 

“Thus as all my companions followed 
when I invited them to the election of 
last Juneand after you followed me in 
arms to reconquer our liberty, thus I 
hope that now all will follow my ef- 
forts in re-establishing quickly peace 
ang tranquillity in the whole republic 
to the end that the Mexican people 
will enjoy the wellbeing which pro- 
portionately is due under the new re- 
gime of government tnaugurated to- 
day with President de la Barra, who 
has receiveqg so high and honofed a 
post solely with the idea or serving his 
country, serving as an intermediary 
between the despotic government of 
General Diaz and the eminently popu- 
lar government which will result from 
the next general election.”’

Diaz fo Make Home in Spatn. 

General Diaz undoubtedly will make 
his’ home in Spain, probably in Madrid. 
During the recent centennial King A!- 
fonso conferred upon him a title and 
made him an honorary general of the 
Spanish army. Senora Diaz was made 
a lady-in-waiting to the Spanish 
queen. General- Diaz speaks no lan- 
guage other than Spanish, and outside 
of Mexico he would find the most con- 
genial surroundings in the country of 
the dons. 

The inayiguration of De la Barra as 
provisional president was a very brief 
affair, occupying but ten minates. To 
spectators it seemed that he had 
scarcely moved down Avenida Cinco 
de Mayo with his splendid escort be- 
fore he was on his way back to the 
national palace at the heels of his 
galloping” troopers, his carriage smoth- 
ered with flowers.

Record Weather in St. Louis, 

St. Louis, May 26.—This was the hot- 
test May day locally sincé the estab- 
lishment of the United States weather 
bureau, the government thermometer 
registering 94 degrees, while the mer- 
cury in the government kiosk on the 
street level climbed to 99 degrees.
